NEW YORK, March 30—Britain’s 
offer of Independence to India In 
tbe form of dominion status put* 
Indian leaders to a supreme test 
to show what caliber of statesman­ 
ship they possess to warrant self­ 
government. 
It Is not an easy moment for 
either party. The problem# are 
mountainous. There will be heart- 
bu minds among those who seek 
utter severance from the British 
mown. 
However, 
teachers 
Uke 
Gandhi, one of the great minds of 
our time, will recognize that in 
conceding even the right of seces­ 
sion to tha greatest of her posses­ 
sions, England has gone about as 
far as one could expect. 
(Even the difficult issue involved 
in the Moslem demand for a state 
separate from the Hindus is taken 
care of by a provision that there 
may be more than one dominion 
government in the Indian empire.

(SOMETHING like a really sen- 
O gible explanation of the way 
the vitamins work is appearing. 
For a good many years since their 
discovery the only thing known 
about them was that, for instance, 
if Vitamin *A wa* left out of (He 
diet, it caused eve trouble such 
as night blindness and infection 
of the eye. 
If vitamin B was left out of 
th* diet It caused neuritis. If vita­ 
min C was left out of the diet, it 
caused scurvy and an absence of 
vitamin D resulted in rickets. 
Kffecta Unexplained 
Research workers continued to 
find vitamins such as vitamins E, 
K, and P, substances which they 
named 
pyrodoxlne, biotin, panto­ 
thenic acid and lf one or the other 
was removed from the diet of an 
experimental 
animal, certain 
ef­ 
fects In the way of IU health ap­ 
peared in the animal. 
■Nobody knew just why these ef­ 
fects occurred. They didn’t occur 
because the vitamins supplied an 
actual chemical to the tissues ef­ 
fected. 
For Instance, vitamin B, 
lf removed from the diet, causes 
neuritis, but the chemical struc­ 
ture of vitamin B is nothing like 
the chemical structure of a nerve. 
Therefore it is not because the 
nerve* lacks an essential chemical 
to produce growth that vitamin B 
deficiency causes nerve trouble. 
We are beginning to find out 
that the vitamins probably act az 
catalysts. 
A 
catalyst 
effects a 
chemical 
reaction 
in a definite 
way but it doesn’t enter into the 
reaction. For instance, potassium 
placed in a test tube with, oxygen 
and' hydrogen will accelerate the 
combination 
of the oxygen 
and 
hydrogen but the potassium will 
not be changed Itself. 
Vitamin B acts in this way. It 
apparently speeds up all the ex­ 
changee of food In the body, al­ 
low! the body to burn it more 
quickly, In fact speeds up all the 
life processes. 
Climate Alee Feeler 
It baa been found that climate 
and temperature affect the use of 
vitamin B. In coot climates vita­ 
min B remains in the body longer 
and keeps beat generation going. 
In tropical climate^ It is elimi­ 
nated rapidly and the food re­ 
mains Inert in the body and It 
turns Into fat rather them energy 
so that In hot climates the natives 
are more likely to be sleepy and 
more likely to be obese.

tory—the grave threat of Japanese 
invasion. 
Unless the people of India get 
squarely behind the British govern­ 
ment for the defense of their 
country they shortly many suffer 
the horrors of being overrun by 
Nipponese hordes. And probably 
such an attack would encourage 
an invasion of the barbarous tribes­ 
men of the northwest frontier. 
True, we fully expect the Allies 
to win this war, and in the long 
run they would free India of the 
Japanese 
yoke. 
But the Allies 
couldn't replace the lives lost or 
wipe out the terrible memories of 
the invasion. Now Is the time for 
India to rescue herself, and not 
after she has endured such a hell.

r-'vEFEAT on Bataan would be harder to bear now 
^ 
than It would have been Immediately after 
evacuation of Manila, The habit of taking things 
for granted hag asserted itself. Americana have been 
taking it for granted that the heroism of the penin­ 
sula's defenders would be rewarded eventually by 
victory, or at the very least a staving off of defeat. 
Meanwhile, the Japanese have been preparing to 
win control of the peninsula, and there has been 
nothing to stop them. There is no task In war so 
difficult It cannot be performed lf the cost can be 
withstood, and the Japanese undoubtedly are pre 
pared to pay whatever la necessary. They have the 
dipper hand. 
Eventually, the United States must recover Bataan 
and the fortress of Corregldor lf, as many experts 
believe, It Is bound to lose them. No doubt the 
Japanese will be aa hard to overwhelm as the rem ­ 
nants of Gen. MacArthur”* gallant army. Their post 
Hon and the strategy developed by their commander 
have saved them so far, not their gallantry, stirring 
aa it has been. 
It la possible they may somehow manage to hold 
out; It Is less probable now than It was when they 
.were fresher and better supplied, and it was only 
remotely probably then. At home, where their stand 
has meant so much, there la no way to become re­ 
conciled to their desperate situation. There should 
•be no way; Bataan peninsula should be made the 
symbol of the ghastly price this nation ie paying 
for the ineptnesa of Its military planning. 
It la as well worth remembering aa Pearl Harbor, 
co t because Japan aeized the offensive but because 
Jthe United States allowed Japan to seize the offen­ 
siv e . 


Still Admirable But— 
pRIM B MINISTER CHURCHILL’S newest reclta- 
tion of woes, as heard by American ears, proves 
how great the change in this nation’s war psychol­ 
ogy has been. The heart no longer beats faster in 
the presence of British ability to take It. More than 
ever It is plain that lf Great Britain continues to 
do nothing but take It and not give a great deal 
back, Mr. Churchill's country may be headed for 
punch-drunkenness. 
The war will not be won by laking It. Germany and 
Japan cannot be worn down. They are not going to 
hang themselves In too much rope. They are going 
to have to be hit hard where It hurts most. The 
United Nations are going to have to find the means 
of putting them on the defensive. The death and 
■destruction they have loosed must be turned against 
them. There must be more thrust* and fewer par­ 
ries. 
Amateurs are warned that it makes the official 
war planners very angry when they are confronted 
with opinions about the war that won't hold water. 
Hut every time Mr. Churchill reports to his country­ 
men. he seem* to be In the awkward position of ex­ 
plaining how another official plan has misfired or 
backfired. British courage in the face of adversity 
is still admirable, but Americans now are drawing 
their inspiration from the strictly am ateur hope 
that I hey may turn an increasing share of adversity 
against the enemy. 
They are tired of taking it and tired of hearing 
about the British taking It. They have made a hero 
of Gen. MacArthur because, placed in a position 
where there seemed nothing to do but suffer grimly, 
he found a way to make the enemy suffer Just as 
grimly. That’s the kind of stuff they want.

Word From Out West 
'p H IS observation should ba backed up with a 
couple of stuffed brief cases of evidence, per­ 
h ap s but in their absence it seems worth making 
anyway: The middlewest and the far west are com­ 
ing into their own. 
Two reasons suggest themselves, First, the far 
west has a special and extremely lively Interest*^ 
the war. It suddenly has ceased to be a part of the 
union that exists remotely on the Pacific coast; 
the distance between the city and state of W ash­ 
ington ha* been telescoped by realization that what­ 
ever happens to one ta going to have a simul­ 
taneous impact on the other. 
The other reason bas something to do with the 
character of the west, It still Is the area of the big 
spaces and the grandsons of original settlers. W est­ 
erners are understandably resentful of some of the 
ideas held back east and Inclined to snort contem pt­ 
uously when their Ideas come Into conflict. In poli­ 
tics, especially, they #ee no reason for bending the 
knee. 
They see no reason now. Their spokesman and 
their editors are blistering the W ashington politico* 
with red hot applications on such m atters as the 4U- 
hour celling on war work at ordinary wages; the 
rural background of most westerner* Invites them 
to tie into that with gusto. In fact, they have 
brought so much gusto to the job that Washington 
has threatened ta Investigate them; 
they'd love 
that, they retort. 
It looks as though the weal, where so many of 
the young men traveled in search of opportunity, 
wag beginning to be conscious of Its im p o rta n ce In 
the scheme of things. One of these day*, some tree 


therefore, 
not some 
trifling

Instead 
of quarreling meanly over wage* 
and prices and profits, we shall, 
by a combination of taxes, com­ 
pulsory saving, shortage of lux­ 
ury and gadget goods, the ration­ 
ing of necessities and. for essen­ 
tials that are short, guaranteed sup­ 
plies, put ourselves upon a very 
plain standard of life. 
With what is left over In the 
way of materials and facilities and 
labor that are not needed for the 
war economy, we shall have the 
greatest 
opportunity 
since 
the 
days of the pioneers to exercise 
our wits and our ingenuity, to 
practice instead of merely to cele­ 
brate the virtues of private enter­ 
prise. 
For necessity Is the m other of 
invention, and the art of making 
much out of little is not only one 
of the secrets of success in war 
but also one of the secrets of how 
to live an Interesting and useful 
and satisfactory life. 
Abundance, like over-eating In 
the individual, makes nations fat 
and puts them to sleep. It is In 
leanness and in stringency, when 
living is hard, and the reason for 
living is high, that men find their 
souls and their hearts are at, peace. 
Let no one then bemoan his rub­ 
ber tires, and his sugar, and his 
over-heated homes, and his leisure, 
and hid vacations, an d 'h is private 
ambitions, or worry about his post­ 
war career and his post-war busi­ 
ness. Let him think instead of 
men and women who are learning 
the fact* of life and becoming 
equal to dealing with them. 
The things we shall demand of

now 
are 
not,

where men die In glory but Irre­ 
parably. a sacrifice at all.

O 
NE OF our readers, a gentleman who claim* to 
have made a considerable study of the m atter, 
thinks our estim ate of the sum of money that would' 
be raised annually by a national lottery for arm y and 
navy relief is off at least $150,000,000. 
We suggested that such a lottery would produce 
$10O,fW)0.000. Our correspondent puts the figure a t 
$250,000,000 and says he is being conservative. This 
sum not only would take care of all the required 
arm y and navy relief, providing substantially for 
the families of the men in the service, but probably 
would leave a considerable balance for general re­ 
lief work. 
It would render unnecessary all these movements 
by patriotic civilian organizations, now one of the 
noblest endeavors of the war, though as we have 
said before the fact that these movements^ seem Im­ 
perative is a sad commentary on a government 
th at can spend billions on comparatively trifling 
enterprises, It would release to other im portant 
fields the efforts of the ladles and gentlemen en­ 
gaged in this form of w ar work. 
Our idea i^ th a t the national lottery would exist 
during the war and then only as an experiment that 
could be ended quickly lf It did not work out well. 
Of course if it turned out a great success it could 
be continued indefinitely, perhaps as a means of 
increasing revenge for old age pensions. A national 
lottery for this last purpose has been suggested be­ 
fore by others. 
OUR correspondent bases his estim ate of $250,OOO.- 
OOO on tickets scaled at from 25 cents to $2.50 
and agrees with our idea that no partnership tickets 
should be perm itted and that the taxation on win­ 
nings should be at the source. 
In other words, the winner of a large gob would 
be paid off less the Income tax, experience with 
some of the winners in the Irish Sweepstake* and 
sim ilar lotteries having taught the tax collectors tflat 
Uncle Sam can be overlooked in the excitement of 
the moment. 
The no-partnership ticket Is suggested as another 
safeguard to prevent the capital prizes of the pro­ 
posed lottery from being cut up several ways, thus 
reducing the income taxes on the whole amount. 
This has special reference to the fat prizes, which 
m ight run into five and six figures. Our entire de­ 
sign is to make the lottery profitable to the govern­ 
ment. Uncle Sam would have to get his coming and 
going under our plan. 
THE national lottery, in our opinion, would de­ 
stroy all the numerous illegal forms of lottery 
that now prevail In this country, including the num­ 
bers game and boleta. They take millions of dollars 
annually from little people and the law dotes not 
seem to efface them even in some of the larger 
cities. 
Americans are apparently incurable chance takers, 
as is indicated by the enormous sums poured every 
year into the legalized pari-mutuels a t the race 
tracks. It Is difficult to convince the little people 
that there is any great moral wrong in speculating 
in the small games offered them when they heal? 
of the huge gambling at the race tracks, though the 
small games may be Illegal. 
It is difficult to convince them that there Is moral 
wrong in their minute adventures in bingo and 
sim ilar lotteries, or taking a whirl at slot machines 
and pin-ball devices when they read of the stock 
market. And they probably would not be impressed 
by any suggestion of immorality of a lottery in the 
United States lf they knew that one already exists 
under our flag In Puerto Rico. 
The revenue to the governm ent under the first 
drawing In a national lottery in this country—and 
we think there should be monthly drawings—prob­ 
ably would be greater than any sum th at could be 
raised in a year by civilian organizations working in 
behalf of army and navy relief, which is the specific 
cause for which we are advocating the lottery.

MORATORIUM ORDERED 
ON ANTI-TRUST CASES 


Br Th* Associate* Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 30—The 
justice departm ent, w ith President 
Roosevelt’s approval, has declared 
a w artim e moratorium on anti­ 
trust court actions which might 
•low w ar production. 
The W hite House made public 
Saturday 
a 
memorandum 
from 
Atty. Gen. Biddie, W ar Secretary 
Stimson, Navy Secretary Knox and 
Thurman Arnold, assistant attor­ 
ney general in charge of anti-trust 
law violations, suggesting th e new 
policy. 
It held th a t prosecuting anti­ 
trust investigations and court ac­ 
tions against corporations engaged 
in w ar w ork’ “will be contrary to 
the national interest and security.”

warned, 
however, 
th a t no 
anti-trust law violator will escape 
“ultim ate investigation and prose­ 
cution;” th at there will be post­ 
ponement of action only in cases 
where it is “preponderantly clear

WASHINGTON. March 30—The 
administration plans to consoli­ 
date the major government publici­ 
ty service# soon into a single “War 
Information Administration”, usu­ 
ally reliable sources said today. 
The Ideo- would he to give both 
Americans and the world at large 
a more coordinated and intensive 
picture of the war effort. 
Promulgation of an executive or­ 
der by President Roosevelt to cre­ 
ate the agency is said to be await­ 
ing final selection of an individual 
to head it. Not only government 
officials, but numerous outside pub­ 
licists inclining W alter Uppmann 
and Elmer Davis have been men­ 
tioned as possibilities. 
Pour Officers Named 
Nucleus of the new agency would 
be the Office of Facts and Figures, 
now headed by Archibald Mac- 
Letsh: Office of Government Re­ 
ports, Lowell Mellen; Information 
division of the Office of Emergency 
Management, Robert Horton; and 
Office of the Coordinator of Infor­ 
mation, William J. Donovan. 
The organisation would he em­ 
powered to make some use of the 
facilities of the regular existing 
publlo relatione office in nearly all 
the other government agencies. 
Principal exceptions would be the 
armed services and the Office of 
Censorship. 
Net Propaganda Instrument 
Sponsors insist that it would not 
be an Instrument of propaganda. 
They said their objectives are 
mainly to coordinate the informa­ 
tion activities already in existence, 
eliminate duplication and save ex­ 
penses. 
For instance, one official said, 
It was desired to make sure that 
Donovan's shortwave broadcasts 
to the outside world told the same 
story as MacLetsh’s radio programs 
to th# home audience.

Would Ease Present Family 


Expense Deductions

WASHINGTON, 
March 
30 — 
The treasury today proposed three 
liberalisations of the present fami­ 
ly expense deductions in computing 
Individual income taxes. 
Randolph Paul, tax adviser to 
Secretary 
Morgenth&u, told 
the 
house ways and means committee 
that "in view of the increases in 
tax rates which the present situa­ 
tion necessitated" these changes 
would be desirable: 
“I.—Medical expenses — A de­ 
duction, 
within 
certain 
limits, 
should be allowed for extraordin­ 
ary medical expenses that are in 
excess of a specified percentage 
of the family’s net income. 
‘2.—Credit for dependent child­ 
ren — The credit for dependent 
children should be revised to al­ 
low a credit for children between 
the ages of 18 and 21 who are in 
attendance at school. 
"3.—Additional 
credit 
where 
wife earns income — where the 
wife works outside the home, addi­ 
tional household expenses usually 
are incurred which are not present 
where the wife is able to devote 
her fun time to the maintenance 
of the home. 
For this reason, it is suggested 
that an additional credit be pro­ 
vided as follows: There should be 
allowed ae a credit against the tax 
upon the family an amount equal 
to IO percent of the wife’s earn­ 
ings. Such credit, however, should 
not exceed 8100. A similar credit 
should be allowed where a person 
occupying the status of head of 
the 
family, 
such as a widow, 
works."
